Ho 
could not-even' possr his miserable com- 
pensation bill last year. If I had not 
bcon coulidont that the lords would re- 
ject it, 1 would have had tho Irish jjar- 
ty roji.'ct it, but I preferred to let the 
lords (In my dirty work.

If it could bo proved to vou 
that there is a fair prospect that suc-

less sacrilice. I do not wish to be mis- 
understood. Our iiroscnt path is with- 
in tho limits of the con.stitutiou. Eng- 
land has given us that constitution for 
her purposes.

Mr. Forstor, secretary for 
rrcland, came hurriedly to London a 
day or two ago and demanded that 
coercive uieaaures should bo at once put 
in force in Ireland. It is asserted at 
th(5 clubs' to-night,' in spito of rumors, 
to the-"contrary outside, that the cabi- 
notdecided to-day to usoall tho power of 
the government (,o crush tho land 
league movement in Ireland. The re- 
sult has been so unexpected of late that 
llievo is tho greatest excitement at the 
West End, and a stranger to London 
visiting the Pall Mall clubs tonight 
would assuredly conclude that wo aro 
in the midst of civil war. "Troops for 
Ireland," a cry first started by tho fol- 
lowers of Lord Beaconsfleld, can now 
be heard on every side, and 1 .shall bo 
very much surprised if orders aro not 
at once i.ssued, without, waiting for the 
next cabinet.meoting tbts'week,to send 
every availdblo86ldieracros8St.'Qeorgo s 
cluinnel. 

Dt;nLiN, Dee 13. — It is hardly cor- 
rect to say that anarchy ])revails in 
Ireland, for there is a distinct and 
potent government, and it is obtaining 
,ascondancy. It rules with an iron 
band, and the promptitude with which 
it enforces instant obedience to its 
code shows that its oxecutive is reso- 
lute, its machinery complete and action 
uniform. Tiiere is a government 
defaeto and dojuro, the former wield- 
ing power which is felt and feared,and 
tho latter exhibiting only pomp but 
littlo reality of power, The former is 
a terror to well-doers, the latter no 
terror to ovil-doer.s. Tho law of tho 
land league is becoming the law of the 
land, and whilo tho law of the stato is 
costly, and to a large extent suspended, 
tl.c now law is extensively administered 
courts ni-o springing up at various 
places, and pcojile aro instructed to 
■ have their disputes decided by such 
courts and go no more to the sessions. 
Local magisti-ates in the interest of 
Ireland have lately been surprised to 
find no new ca.ses brought before them 
except by tho police People have 
been for souictime advised to take this 
course, and life now beginning to act 
thereon. As a rule the jjcnalties which 
•said courts have the power of inflicting 
are regarded with more dread than 
those iiii])osed under the statute. An- 
other function of the now government 
— tho levying of taxes — is most effec- 
tively fulfilled. No rato assigned by 
law is half so promptly paid as the tax 
which tho league imposes. . .Licenses to 
sell at fairs and in markets aro re 
quired by tho new government, and 
their production is enforced by a sum- 
mary process. Tlio only oleme'nt want- 
ing to constitute the nev,' government 
a body of the country is a standing 
army; but materials for - one are at 
hand and nro being fitted for use whon 
called upon.
